Quid Salek purges Polisario supporters 


NOUAKCHOTT. Mauritania, 
March 2 2 ( A P)- -President 
Mohamud Quid Salek has suc- 
cessfully staged a preemptive coup 
against pro- Algerian members of 
the military regime who were 
allegedly plotting a Marxist 
takeover in the huge West African 
desert nation, military and dip- 
lomatic sources reported Thurs- 
day. 

In a proclamation Tuesday. 

Ugandan exiles 
meet to discuss 
Amin’s overthrow 

DAR ES SALAAM, March 22 
(R)-- Ugandan exile groups meet 
in Northern Tanzania tomorrow 
"to discuss their fight against Pres- 
ident Idi Amin and who should 
rule Uganda after him. Exile 
sources said the meeting in the 
town of Moshi, in the shadow of 
mount Kilimanjaro, would be 
attended by between SO and 100 
delegates from Tanzania, Kenya, 
Britain and the United States. 
They will range from business- 
suited executives to guerrilla 
fighters fresh from Southern 
Uganda where a Tanzania-backed 
ami- A min force is pushing slowly 
towards the capital, Kampala. 

The exile sources said the meet- 
ing will aim to form a united milit- 
ary front in the war against Pres- 
ident Amin's forces and to decide 
what form of government should 
replace the present military dic- 
tatorship. 

One source said it was also 
hoped to discuss the formation of 
a civil admin isiruiion for the areas 
of Southern Uganda "liberated" 
by the guerrillas and the Tan-' 
zanian forces. 

Best-known among the exile 
lenders is ex- President Milton 
Obole who was overthrown by 
Reid Marshal Aram in January 
1971. 

2t was not clear whether the 
Tanzania-based Dr. Obole would 
attend the Moshi talks or would 
send spokesmen. 


President Salek announced he was 
personally taking unlimited pow- 
ers m deal with the “excepuonal 
situation" facing Mauritania. 

He said further that he was 
deiemnned to put and end to the 
three-year-old guerrilla war 
against the Algerian-sponsored 
Polisario independence move- 
ment in the former Spanish Sah- 
ara. 

On Wednesday, he announced 
he had fired all but one of the 
known Polisario sympathisers 
within his own government. 

Western diplomats in Nouak- 
chott had warned President Salek 
for weeks that a leftist group 
within his military regime was 
plotting to swing the 460.000- 
square-milc nation into the grow- 
ing zone of Soviet influence in 
Africa that includes Algeria. 
Libya, Ethiopia and Angola. 

Dropped from the government 
without public explanation were 
Interior Minister Maj. Jidou Ould 
Salek. regarded as the leader of 
the pro-Algerian faction. Finance 
Minister Sid Ahmed Ould Bnei- 
jara. Transport Minister Col. 
Viyah Ould Mayouf and Civil Ser- 
vice Minister Mohamed Ould 
Breddcil. 

Jidou Ould Salek-no direct' 
relation of the president -- was 
also a member of the ruling milit- 
ary committee and through his 
control of police and para-military 
forces was widely seen as the 
strong man of the regime. 

The committee seized power in 
abloodlc5scoupon July 10, 197§, 
accusing former President 
Mokhtar Ould Daddah of squan- 
dering the- nation’s wealth and 
manpower in the stalemated guer- 
rilla war. 

The pTQ-polisario members of 
Salek’ s regime were trying io per- 
suade him to reverse alliance and 
bring Mauritana into the war on 
the side of the guerrillas to help 
drive the Moroccans out of the 
Sahara. 

Salek’ s proclamation indicated 
that he was still ready to abandon 
the Mauritanian sector but would 


not turn ugjinsi Mauritania's 
triends in Morocco. 

Most of the remaining members 
of hK cabinet are known lo be 
pro- Moroccan. The only remain- 
ing Polisario sympathiser in the 
IK-member cabinet is Justice 
Minister Maj. Moulaye Ould 
Bouchouki. The appointment of 
Maj. Thiam El Hadj' a black, 
interior minister was a significant 
gesture toward the 500. 000- 
strong black minority, one-third 
ot the nation’s population. 

Bouabid appointed 
Moroccan premier 

RABAT. March 22 (Rl-King 
Hassan of Morocco today 
appointed Maati Bouabid as 
prime minister to replace Ahmed 
Osman who resigned yesterday. 

Mr. Bouabid, z 52-year-old 
former Casabhmca lawyer, was 
appointed minister of justice in 
October 1977. Sources close to 
the government said there would 
be further important cabinet 
changes soon. 

Mr. Osman resigned to devote 
himself to a new political party 
which he formed last year. 

The new premier was closely 
associated with the Moroccan 
labour movement in the early days 
of independence, and later 
became a prominent militant in 
the socialist opposition party, the 
National Union of Popular Forces 
(UNFP). 

He was elected to parliament in 
1977 as a private individual, and 
the UNFP excluded him from the 
party. 

Mr. Osman, appointed premier 
in 1972 after an abortive military 
coup against the regime, said he 
would devote himself to running 
the National Assembly of Inde- 
pendents (RNI j which holds a big 
majority in parliament and is the 
major partner in a three-party 
coalition. 

The other participants in the 
government are the aid-guard 
Nationalist Isriqlal and the rural- 
based People's Movement. 


The report said Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin had assured the 
coalition National Religious Party 
of imminent massive settlement 
activity on the West Bank to sec- 
ure its support tor the peace treaty 
in a vote by the Knesset ealrly 
today . 

The report added that existing 
settlements in the controversial 
region would be consolidated 
under the new scheme. 

The West Bank was envisaged 
by the peace treaty to come under 
limited self-rule for a five-year 
transitional period. Mr. Begin 
made clear in the Knesset that 
Israel intended to keep a tight grip 
on the area, which he stressed was 
essential for protecting Israel’s 
centre. 

Observers said increased set- 
tlement activity on the West Bank 
would signal Israel's intention to 
remain in full control of the area. 
Negotiations on the shape of aut- 
onomy 3re due to get underway 
towards the end of April. 

There w-as no immediate official 
comment on the television report.

AMMAN. March 22 l Agencies.!— Hi > Majesty King Hussein 
returned home n>da> from a two-das visit to Saudi Arabia where he 1 
held talks with King Khafed and Crown Prince Fjhd. 

The Jordan News Agency tJN.-U said the two monarchs 
“reviewed bilateral issues and discussed ways and means to regain ; 
Arab rights and strengthen the Arab stand." 

The separate Egyptian -Israeli peace treaty, due to be .signed in 
Washington on Monday is believed to have been the main topic of 
their discussions. 

The royal plane arrived at Aqaba this afternoon from Medina, 
where King Hussein visited the tomb of the Prophet Mohammad. 
The King went to Medina at the end of his talks with King Khaled in 
Riyadh. Accompanying His Majesty on. the visit were his sons, 
princes Abdullah and Faisal. Prime Minister Mudar Badran. Chief of 
the Royal Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf and other senior offi- 
cials. 

This morning, a meeting was held in Riyadh between Mr. Bad- 
ran and Saudi Arabian Foreign Minister Prince Saud A I Faisal fol- 
lowing their two-hour meeting in the Saudi capital last night. 

Radio Riyadh said the meetings dealt with “bilateral relations 
and the latest developments in the Middle East." The radio quoted 
Prince Saud as saying that continued consultations were imperative.; 
particularly in the "present critical circumstances." 

Mr. Badran was quoted by the radio as saying that he and Prince 
SaucI exchanged views on the latest political developments m the 
Middle East and analysed both the present situation and the future. 
They also discussed ways of boosting Arab solidarity, he added. 

King Hussein and King Khaled held formal talks in Riyadh 
yesterday but there was no official statement on the summit talks. 
They were, however, believed to have dealt with coordinating the 
two countries’ stands at an Arab foreign ministers conference in 
Baghdad on Tuesday, the day after the peace treaty signing cere- 
mony. 

The Jordanian-Saudi summit followed a visit to Saudi Arabia 
and Jordan by President Carter's National Security Adviser Zbig- 
niew Brzczinski in an apparently abortive bid to gain the support of 
the two Arab states for the peace pact. 

In Beirut, a usually well-informed Lebanese news digest said, 
today that Dr Brzezinski told King Hussein that Jordan might not 
receive U.S. financial aid if he publicly opposed the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty. 

The English-language Middle East Reporter quoted reliable' 
sources as saying Dr. Brzezinski upset Jordanian and Saudi leaders 
during his visit last week and officials in Amman now referred to him 
as “the bully”. , 

King Hussein accused the U.S. of using “arm-twisting" tactics to 
secure his support for the accord in American press interviews pub- 
lished yesterday, but the U.S. denied the charge. 

An administration official in Washington denied that Mr. I 
Brzezinski had implied there could be restrictions on future U.S. aid' 
to Jordan if the King maintained his opposition to the treaty. 

7‘he Middle East Reporter said, however: “The U.S. official | 
kept on telling King Hussein that if he publicly opposed the i 
Egyptian- Israeli treaty. Congress will not act favourably on Jor- 
danian requests for U.S. aid.” 

Jordan was promised Si. 2511 million annually from ap. Arabj 
fund set up to support states in direct confrontation with Israel. The! 
Middle East Reporter said U.S. aid to Jordan w as running at S 2 50 
million annuallv. i 


British envoy to Holland assassinate 


THE HAGUE. March 22 
(R l— Gunmen killed the British 
Ambassador to Holland and one 
of his Dutch servants in a bold day- 
light attack today outside the 
envoy's residence in the Hague 

city centre. 

Police and embassy officials 
said the identity of the two men 
who killed Sir Richard Sykes. 5S. 
and 19-year-old Embassy Foot- 
man Karel Straub was a mystery. 

“We are completely in the 
dark." an embassy spokesman 
said. “No one gave any advance 
warning or h in led this might hap- 
pen and no one has admitted 

responsibility." 

But there was immediate specu- 
lation that the shooting, described 
by police as being carried out with . 
professional precision, could have 
been the work of extremists seek- 
ing an end to the British presence 
in Northern Ireland. 

Sir Richard has been Ambas- 
sador to Holland since June. 1977. 
Before bis appointment here he 
was sent by British Prime Minister 
James Callaghan to report on the 
July 1976 bomb murder of the 
British Ambassador to Ireland, 
Christopher Ewart- Biggs. 

The provisional Irish Repub- 
lican Army, which has been wag-, 
mg a campaign of violence against 
British rule in Northern Ireland 
for 10 years, claimed respon- 


sibility for that killing on ihe out- 
skirts of Dublin. 

A Hague police spokesman said 
today only four shots were fired at 
the ambassador from a distance of 
about 10 metres us he got into his 

Rolls-Royce limousine outside his 
residence. One bullet struck him 
in the head. 

Mr. Straub was gunned down as 
he held open the door of the 
limousine. 

Chauffeur Jack Wilson, who 
was unharmed, accelerated away 


through the narrow street with the 
badly wounded ambassador in the 
buck seat and took him to Wes- 
teinde Hospital several hundrec 
metres away. j

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Moment of destiny 


JORDAN IS LIVING out a moment of destiny, and comes 
to that moment with the strength and assurance gained 
I from 30 years of living at the very heart of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

His Majesty King Hussein’s wisdom, confidence and 
experience, which played the key role in producing the 
historic Arab consensus that arose out of last November’s 
Baghdad Arab summit, has once again been sought out and 
made available in the current round of consultations on 
co-ordinating policy to confront the signing next week of 
the separate Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 

His Highness Crown Prince Hassan's analysis of the 
security dangers inherent in the peace treaty, first pub- 
lished in the Jordan Times yesterday, has been picked up 
and broadcast by news agencies around the world. 

In Washington and the capitals of Europe, particularly, 
there is intense interest in where Jordan stands at this 
portentous moment. The Western tendency to “com- 
partmentalise” countries or leaders according to either the 
wishful thinking or blind insensitivities inherent in Western 
policy, is suffering a severe blow as a result. This is so not 
because Jordan is pursuing a policy contrary to those inter- 
ests. but because it is standing up and telling those powers 
that their priorities are dangerously wrong, and that those 
self-same interests will suffer as a result. 

Jordan has provided meticulous documentary evidence 
to support its firm belief that the Camp David formula will 
lead not to the peace that President Carter so fervently 
seeks, but to decades of uncertainty during which an intrin- 
sically expansionist Israel will be able to pursue its expan- 
sionist tendencies with impunity. King Hussein has warned 
of the "psychological and strategic gap" which the treaty 
wiil create. Prince H assart has spelled out the con- 
tradictions in the fact that the treaty will hand Israel short- 
term security gains at the expense of the long-term security 
interests of Arab and Western states alike. 

These two leaders speak from their nation's heart. Evi- 
dence of that is the one-hour symbolic work stoppage 
which Jordan's professional associations and trade unions 
have commendably planned for next Monday, when the 
treaty is expected to be signed. 

Jordan cannot be taken for granted. It can be counted 
on to look after its own national interests above all, and to 
work harder than ever for the sacred Arab national rights 
of which it has become a seasoned champion. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RA’J THURSDAY says that the lack of Arab coordination and 
independent Arab strength are factors which compelled President 
Sadat to press forward with his plans to conclude a separate peace 
treaty with Israel. 

Unfortunately, the paper continues, the same circumstances 
are siill prevalent in the Arab World, and it is this fact which His 

D a,e jl? JS mg Hussein wi]1 be discussing with Saudi leaders in 
Riyadh. The Arabs are invited to change the present status quo, 
otherwise there will be new disasters. 

The oil-producing countries which constitute an easy prey for 
the enemy, are called upon to shoulder their responsibilities and 
lend more support to Jordan, the paper adds. So long as Jordan 
remains strong, the security of these countries will be assured it 
says. 

The bilateral treaty will be signed, and the Arabs ought to 
prepare themselves for negative repercussions, the paper con- 
cludes. r 

AL pLSTOUR says that the United States, which succeeded in 
ralkmg Egypt into abandoning the Arabs, has so far failed in 
dealing with the real core of the Middle East problem, namely the 
Palestinian issue. 3 

Washington has created a rift in Arab ranks, yet it is not 
satisfied with what it has done. It is either trying to drag more 
Arabs into the Camp David coalition or attempting to neutralise 
K>me Arab states either through persuasion or intimidation. 
Recently U.S. Senator Frank Church, the paper continues, came 
up with anew U.S. technique designed to force Jordan to submit 
to tne will of Washington: Senator Church has suggested sus- 
pending U.S. aid to Jordan, although he knows well that exer- 
cising pressures on the Arabs will not succeed in dividing them. 

Arab resistance to U.S. pressures does not mean that they are 
opposed to peace. Rather it means that they are against any action 
which jeopardises their right to adopt a nationalistic stand to 
protect themselves agamst capitulation, which Washington is try- 
ing to impose on them, the paper concluded.

AMMAN. March 22 -An 
archaeological excavation in the 
Jordan Valley is not such an 
unusual happening these 
days— except when it is being done 
at the request of and with the 
financial backing of a private 
company not even remotely con- 
nected with archaeology. 

To the astonishment and delight 
of the Department of Antiquities. 
Amiantit Jordan Company Ltd. 
actually offered to finance exca- 
vations work on a site uncovered 
accidentally last year at the 
Amiantit asbestos cement and 
plastic pipe factory near the Dead 
Sea. 

In doing so Amiantit becomes 
the first company to have engaged 
in what Dr. Adrian Hadidl "the 
Director of the Department of 
Antiquities, calls "industrial- 
archaeological cooperation." 

Miss Alison Betts, a pre- 
historian who is spending the best 
part of this year as the senior scho- 
lar at the British Institute at 
Amman for Archaeology and His- 
tory, has just returned to Amman 
after directing the latest diseine 
operation at the site. called'Tel 
Sarabit ( meaning mound of the lit- 
tle columns), for the past five 
weeks. 

An early examination of some 
pottery shards uncovered by the 
department last year seemed to 
indicate that the site could date 
back to the Chalcolithic period 


(4.500-3,300 B.C.). This judge- 
ment was supported by die fact 
that Teleilat Ghassul. famed as 
one of the best examples of the 
Chalcolithic period, lies only a few 
kilometres down the road. 

Miss Elens admits to being a "bit 
disappointed" at not finding any 
more Chalcolithic remains but is 
excited about some very lovely 
galss pieces, including delicately 
worked glass handles, discovered 
at what obviously was an indus- 
trial complex of some son. 

Although it has been suggested 
that this complex could have been 
a sugar factory the favoured 
speculation at the moment seems 
to be that it was a gloss factory. 

Amiantit employees who have 
been closely following the prog- 
ress of the dig are intrigued 3i find- 
ing out that they are not part of the 
first enterprise to set up base in the 
wasteland of one of the lowest 
spots on earth. 

Mr. Jad Hubeishy. District 
Manager of Amiantit Jordan, told 
the Jordan Times this week that 
Amiantit is eager to cooperate 
with the Department of Anti- 
quities because as a relatively new 
venture in Jordan: “We are always 
looking for expansion oppor- 
tunities and the sooner we find out 
if the land can be used or not the 
better it will be for us. Oh the 
other hand, if something really 
interesting and importantwere to 
be uncovered we would be just as 
happy to have contributed to the 
excavation work.” 

Although the land being exca- 
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vated wiD only oe used to store 
stacks of asbestos cement bagf and 
plastic pipes in the near future :'i is 
quite possible the factory wE 
expand sometime in the future 
and need the land containing anti- 
quities. 

The first work at Tel Sarabit 
took place last summer when a 
team from the department headed 
by Mr. Imssitlf Suleiman opened 
two trenches on the west side of 
the mound. The cost of this work, 
as well as the cost of the most 
recent work done under Miss 
Betts direction was borne by 
Amiantit. 

The two trenches opened by 
Mr. Suleiman revealed the indus- 
trial complex and an Islamic burial 
she. 

During the latest dig. Miss Berts 
opened a new trench which she 
hoped would bring to light the best 
remains because oV its centrality 
on the mound which is now almost 
wron fiat from erosion and which 
could not be recognised 2s an 
archaeological site by an in ex- 
perienced eve. 

The only things this trench has 
revealed are a series of stone 
walls, probably domestic wails, 
which contain some re-used 
stones. 

Miss Berts also continued work 
on the trench cornahrins the ' 


industrial complex. It was here 
that she found nice finished glass 
pieces and some bronze pies. Just 
two days before she was due to 
pack up. down rents and head 
back for Amman a stone well was 
uncovered in the same trench uith 
water channels connecting to the 
rest of the complex. 

Although Miss Betts thinks it 
quite likely to ha\e been a gkiss 
factor} she would have been more 
convinced had she found iots of 
wnste glass pieces as well as the 
finished pieces. 

Dr. Hadidi was impressed by 
Miss Betts’ neat excavating and 
expects * report of the results 
in a week or so. It is on this report 
that the department will base its 
decision to whether the site should 
be protected or whether Amiantit 
can continue work. 

Miss Sens thinks there is prob- 
ably nothing more of value to be 
obtained from the site but the last 
word wifi be from the department 
which may conceivably decide to 
fence the site off pending one final 
period of work there. 

All Mlss Betts' finds so far have 
been a'atsc? to the Ayyubid- 
Mamluk period (I ith, 12th and 
13th centuries). The previous dig 
at the sight brought to light 
artifact cf other periods. 

The absence of. any real evi- 
dence of dwellings could be

Olympics president warns against apartheid 
debate 

LAUSANNE. March 22 I .A Pi- The Prc-iden: of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee. Lord Killanm. warned fiiursdus 
:hit a United Nations debate 'in apartheid in sport? mieht 
■•.ireaten the unity of the Olympic m- me nt.” n a press state- 
ment. Mr. Killanin said L.N. consider;!! i-.'H j pr ipoied draft for 
in international convention .icainsr apartheiJc-iuld lead so wide- 


spread discrimination on political grounds. The convention, the 
statement said, would forbid any athlete, team or individual to 
compete with South Africa or Rhodesia. Although the i.O.C. has 
withdrawn recocnificn of both countries. Mr. Killanin said lhar 
approval of the convention “could open the door to pressures 
exercised by governments... in order to boycott or refuse their 
teams to participate in competitions on political grounds. This 
could threaten the unity of the Olympic movement and. in the 
I.O.Cs opinion, weaken the forces opposing racism and apar- 
theid” the Killanin statement said. Stressing the I.O.C. has 
opposed racism and apartheid in sport, the statement warned that 
withdrawal of a delegation, team or individual entered for the 
Olympic games “shall constitute a hreach of the I.O.C. charier.” 
In this event, if added, national Olympic committees face sus- 
pension. “This i- « hy the I.O.C. would once again like to draw the 
attention of the national Olympic committees to the neccesity of 
observing the Olympic rules, which forbid discrimination on the 
grounds of race, religion and politics." the statement concluded. 

France criticised for inviting S. African rugby 

teams 

PARIS. March 22 f R l— France runs the risk of sporting isolation 
if the government doe? not- withdraw invitations for two South 
African rugby teams to tour here this year, anti-racism cam- 
paigner Albert Levy -aid today. Mr. Levy. General Secretary of 
the French movement against racism (MRS Pi, told a press con- 
ference the croup planned to pressure the government to dis- 
sociate itself from the French Rugby Federation’s plans to receive 
•i Transvaal selection next month and the Springbok national side 
in October. Sam Raimamy. President of the South African 
Non- Racial Olympic Committee (SAN-ROC). said both touring 
sides would be “all while teams wi;h a few token Mack? included 
to defuv; opposition to the tour." Mr. Ramsamy. who fives in exile 
in London, said he came to Paris to lobby Spaas Minister Jean 
Pierre Soisson in the hope of persuading the French authorities ro 
force cancellation of the visits. "We will do everything pos^bie to 
stop these racist teams coming.” he said, adding that if the tour? 
took place African countries could boycott the I9S0 Moscow 
Olympic Games -»r force France to withdraw. "We are xerv. very 
worried by the fact that, if these tours take place, she world's 
sporting spotlight will he focussed on France on the eve of the 
Moscow games. Mr. Levy sa*d. "By standing alongside the South 
African--. France is isolating itself from world sport.” he added. 
The President of the French Rugby Federation. A I ben Ferrasse. 
said in an interview this week that the Springbok tour would take 
place as planned this autumn, im condition that Meek and col- 
oured players were included in the squad. In a suite radio broad- 
cast beamed to Africa. Mr. Ferrasse discounted the possibility of 
an African Olympic boycott. He said he would oniv agree to call 
oft the Springbok lour «f the government banned it. Earlier this 
year. Mr. Soisson said the government would not intervene to 
prevent the South African? coming. But Mr. Ramsamy said he 
handed in a letter to the Sports Ministry yasierdax. and was j 
jssmed that Mr. Soisson would consider SAN-ROCs argument, j

LONDON. March 22 (R)— The Angolan Defence Ministry yes- 
terday said its armed forces shot down six South African combat 
aircraft along the border with Namibia (South West Africa) last 
week. 

A Ministry communique, issued in Luanda and quoted in a 
message to Reuters, said the planes were shot down on March 1 3 and 
14. It said wreckage from the downed planes and captured docu- 
ments would be put on public view. 

The enmutunique said that since the destruction of the planes. 
South African aircraft have been avoiding areas defended by anti- 
aircraft guns. 

The communique said: "The military situation in the south, 
particularly in Cunene Province bordering Namibia, continues to 
give cause for concern. Although the racist South African forces 
considerably reduced their air attacks after the swift response by our 
anti-aircraft missile installations on 13th and 14th March, violations 
of our border continue." 

" In response to the threat to our border and after South Africa’s 
rejection of the U.N. proposals fora peaceful solution to the problem 
of Namibia's independence.. .our units were ordered to shoot down 
any enemy plane violating our air space and attack any ground troops 
invading our territory." the communique said.

Ecevit outlines Turkey’s austerity pi 


ANKARA. March 22 (R) - Turk- 
ish Premier Buient Ecerir yes- 
terday outlined a new austerity- 
plan for his country's ailing 
economy, ruling out a devaluation 
and relying almost wholly on 
domestic remedies. 

Mr. E cent's two-hour speech at 
his Republican Peoples Party 
(RPPj caucus, which was oper. to 
the press, was marked by a con- 
spicuous absence of any mention 
of expected foreign financial aid. 

Mr. Ecevit reiterated his gov- 
ernment's stand on refusing a 
devaluation of the Turkish lira a? 
demanded by the Internationa! 


Monetary Fund (IMF) and criti- 
cised the fund’s general policy 
towards countries in economic dif- 
ficulties. 

"The IMF generally requests 
from such countries an economic 
stability in the sense of stopping all 
economic growth. An economic 
stability in that sense would be 
totally unsuitable for Turkey 
which must assure 3 certain degree 
of economic development to 
counter its yearly population 
increase of three per cent, if for 
nothing else." he said. 

"This is a prerequisite if the 
Turkish economy is to stand at all.

VALLETTA: The coal of 
economic self-reliance ir. likely to 
remain distant for the tiny 
Mediterranean island of Malta. At 
the end of the year the country 
faces a budget deficit equal to £35 
million - just nine months after 
the former British and NATO 
bases close down. 

The forecai.l of such a hefty 
deficit, after years i>r relative 
abundance, was disclosed to par- 
liament recently by Finance 
Minister Dr. Joseph Abeia while 
presenting this year's budget. It 
brings into sharp focus the new 
economic and political realities 
that will evolve after the closure of 
foe bases. 

In foe immediate future, Malta 
will be unable to sustain her 
growth and keep her economy 
buoyant without depending heav- 
ily on foreign economic assistance. 
Tied to this situation is the ques- 
tion of who will emerge as Malta’s 
major benefactor — whether 
Libya will do so by itself or jointly 
with France. Italy. Germany or 
even Algeria. 

Whichever it is may very well 
affect the politics of Premier Dorn 
Mintcffs government. The trad- 
itionally Westernised outlook of 
foe Maltese and possibly Malta's 


relations with Europe would be 
jeopardised in the event of Libyan 
leader Colonel Muarrmar Qadh- 
afi emerging as guarantor of the 
island's economy. 

What Malta needs most is 
enough time for economic 
activities, including man- 
ufacturing industry, tourism, 
agriculture, ship- re pairing and 
now trans-shipment services, to 
expand. 

This was clearly spelt out to Mr. 
Mintoff in 1973 by his economic 
advisors at that time. Britain’s 
Lord Balogh and Professor Paul 
Streeton. after they had tried to 
:reate a seven year economic plan 
which could advance Malta to the 
point where it would not need to 
depend on foreign aid after foe 
shut-down of the military bases. 

Mr. Mintoff rejected their 
advice, believing that the island 
would still make it through any 
difficulties, however great. 

In the event, due both to inter- 
national conditions and develop- 
ments at home, things have turned 
out very much as the two advisors 
had envisaged. 

In October last year an attempt 
was made to revise some of the 
seven year plan targets. By then, 
however, reversing shortfalls 
proved difficult and the plan now 
is unlikely to serve as more than a

guideline. Malta is still looking for 
an annual £35 million, exactly as 
much as is being lost in rent for the 
bases and from having 7,500 
troops and their families living on 
the island. 

Malta's major difficulty has 
been the failure of those in diarge 
of industrial promotion to attract 
the scale and the quality of indus- 
trial sbemes that were needed to 
provide adequate jobs and exports 
by 1979. With a worldwide reces- 
sion, a tight investments prom- 
otion scheme to work with and an 
absence of expertise, the odds' 
were not in Malta’s favour. 

Efforts to stimulate investment 
have, however, not been lacking 
and Malta, with its cost- 
competitiveness. its industrial sta- 


bility and the availability of train- 
able and inexpensive labour, has 
in recent years managed to build 
up its GNP from £109 million in 
1971 to £337 million in 1978. 

Employment is also up, foe 
number of people in work going 
from 99,110 to 116,167 in foe 
same period. Exports rose from 
£67 million to £3 1 9 million, which 
helped reduce the island's trade 
gap to an all time low of £23 mil- 
lion last year. 

But there are still serious dif- 
ficulties. With industrial 
development the main problem 
has been to create and then keep 
jobs. Last year, for example, foe 
opening of 27 factories brought 
.with it 2,764 new jobs, yet because 
of labour shedding by other com- 


panies. the gain was reduced to 

1.000 jobs. 

A confidential progress report, 
circulated at the end of last year by 
the Development Corporation, 
which is responsible for attracting 
industrial investment, says that 14 
newly-approved schemes should 
create 923 new openings, while 51 
projects approved earlier, but not 
yet in operation would provide 
another 4,052 jobs - a total of 

5.000 new jobs. 

While some scheme will never 
materialise and others will take 
longer than envisaged to come off 
the drawing board, it should take 
at least three years for the plans to 
be realised if last years conditions 
continue. Problems could also get 
worse if the EEC goes ahead with 
its threat of cutting down its textile 
purchases from Malta before new 
markets are found. Textiles at pre- 
sent make up 34 per cent of foe 
country's exports. 

Time, more elbow room and a 
greater independence from the 
strict demands of ruling politicians 
is now aiso needed by the island's 
economic planners who must 
tackle the real problems Malta 
faces, rather than gloat on imagi- 
nary successes. 

Last year exports rose by £16 
million, but more than £10 million 


was accounted for by foe building 
of two cargo carriers by Malta 
Dry docks — something which may 
prove difficult to repeat this year. 
Manufacturing industry last year 
also lowered its contribution to 
GNP, while investments in 1978 
appeared to have stagnated. 

With the economy coming into • 
deficit, Mr. Mintoff, who in the 
past has increased the scale of 
Maltese welfare benefits, may in 
future be forced to impose stiff 
taxation to keep these measures 
going. Already foe charge is being 
hiade that by introducing a con- 
tributory national health scheme, 
the government is making the 
people pay more foT state hos- 
pitals and medical care. The intro- 
duction of a new pension scheme 
. has also been denounced as “day- 
light robbery" by civil service 
trade unions.

The premier said if was a con- 
tradiction to expect Turkey to 
meet its huge foreign debt pay- 
ments and at the same time to 
make rts economy stay out without 
new investments to improve' its 
foreign currency situation. 

He described tbe new economic 
measures as a “nation wide_mobiL- 
isation” and outlined six major - 
targets: easing foe critical foreign 
currency situation; increasing 
industrial output foe export, pur- 
poses; controlling price increases; 
curbing consumption and diverts 
ing savings to important invest- 
ments; realising investments with 
a high promise of contributing to a 
more healthy economy; reducing 
unemployment and stabilising 
incomes.

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The ask now facing Mr. Min- 
toff is to wean Malta away from 
depending heavily on foreign aid 
while ensuring that development 
and living standards continue to 
rise. It was on this ticket that his 
ruling Labour Party drove the 
opposition Nationalists from 
power eight years ago. 
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
